ARISTOBULUS, 


Was the firſt who aſſumed the Title of King of the 
Jews after their Return from therr Captivity in 
Babylon. Ile was a brave General, who conquered 
to extend the Influence of tie Fewiſh Religion; but 
is Virtues were ſomewhat degraded by the ſevere 
Treatment of his Brothers. 
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EvxxTs,—Ariſtobulus ſubdued the Ituræans, 
and obliged them to adopt the Jewiſh Faith— 
confined his Brothers, Alexander and Abſolom, 
Joſephus, B. i. c. 3—being dead, Salome his wife, 
releaſed his brothers, Joſ. B. i. c. 3.— Alexander 
crucified 800 Priſoners in one Day, Joſ. B. i. 
84 3. 
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Second King of Aſſyria, He was th: famous Con- 
queror who took Feruſulem, and led the Inhabitants 
captive ty Babylon. He founded the Babyloxifh 
Empire, A. M. 3378. B. C. 626. This Mo- 
narch had two remarkable Dreams, which being too 

anf ty inſeit in the ſbort Limits preſcribed to theſe ' 
brief Charatters, ate have only to obſerve they may 
be found in the 24 and 4th Chapters of Daniel,

Wife of Ariflobulus, ſucceeded her Huſhand in the Co- 
vernment of the fews, In her Reign, the Jews 
were greatly her / cuted by the Phariſees, and threat- 
ened with an {nvaſion by Tigranes, Before fie 
died, ſhe drputed Hyrcanus her Succeſſor in the 
Throne of Fudea, 
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EvexTs,—Alexandra, Wife of Ariſtobulus, 
aſcended the Throne of Judea, Joſephus B. i. c. 4 
—Tigranes prevented from invading .Jerufalem, 
by the Romans having entered his Dominivns, 
and laid the Inhabitants under Contribution 
Alexandra died about 69 Years before Jeſus Chriſt
